He foun 
candles burning at the bedside, which had just 
ignited the deceased Crown ‘Prines’s clothes. 

The times séatos to-day that farther parti- 
oulars go to, show- that discreditable ictrigues 
existed, which on being brought to light wero 
productive of a grave acaudal.. It further as- 
serts that the motise for the suicide was a vio- 
lent sud painful interview between the late 
Crown Princa, the Emperor Joseph, and tho 
Archduchess Stéphanie before he started to 
the Chateau at Mogerling. :
